Mr. Carrigan, K.C., mentioned that a man 
named Finnerty had pleaded guilty of taking 
the rug.

The foreman of the jury announced that 
‘““'We are unanimously of opinion that the 
preenets were so drunk that they did not 

now what was happening.’’

PENAL SERVITUDE FOR ARMED 
ASSAULT. 


A young man named John Roberts! was 
found guilty of having, while armed with a 
revolver, assaulted Patrick Hogan, with in- 
tent to rob him, and of being unlawfully in 
possession of the weapon. He was sentenced 
to three years’ penal servitude for the assault 
with intent to rob, and to six months’ im- 
prisonment for unlawful possession of the re- 
volver, the latter sentence to run concurrently 
with the former.

Mr. Hogan refused, and the prisoner pro- 
duced a revolver and said that they must 
have the car. Mr. Hogan tried to catch the 
prisoner, but he and the other man ran away. 

The prisoner, who was not defended, 
handed up a written document, in which he 
denied that it was his intention to steal the 
car. He and his friend acted on the impulse 
of the moment, and meant to have a drive. 

A LOST COAT, 

Joseph Reilly, a young man, was charged 
with stealing an overcoat, the property “oí 
Colonel John Holland, Balrath, Kells, on the 
6th of April last. He pleaded not guilty. 

It appeared from the evidence that Colonel 
Holland left his coat in a motor car outside 
Clery’s restaurant while he was at a dance 
in the restaurant. In the morning when he 
came out the coat was not in the car. It was 
afterwards found under a mattress in a 
tenement house in Summerhill, where the 
prisoner was arrested. A police sergeant 
found about twenty young men in the cellar 
or basement, and overheard a conversation 
about the coat. 

Mr. Carrigan said that this place was only 
a thieves’ kitchen. 

The prisoner denied that he had anything 
to do with the stealing of the coat, but he 
told the sergeant where it was, because he 
did not want to get anyone into trouble.

The prisoner, on the 3rd July 
last, it would be proved, was in the City of 
Dublin, swaggering about with a revolver 
and threatening carmen. Having got a cab- 
man named Laurence Donegan, to drive him 
to Old Cabra road, he threatened to shoot 
him when Donegan persisted in demanding his 
fare. The prisoner got rid of him by firing 
his revolver. ‘The cabman was so decent that 
he stated that the prisoner fired over his 
head. The prisoner not only fired from his 
revolver, but had the hardihood to produce a 
permit for the revolver, and when he was 
arrested a fortnight later it was found that 
the permit was “ stale,” and that he had no 
authority to be in possession of the revolver. 

The prisoner, in his defence, said that 
when he put his hand in his pocket to get 
money to pay the cabman, Donegan, the re- 
volver was in it, and he was changing it to 
another pocket ‘when Donegan saw it and 
ran. The revolver must have caught in his 
pocket and went off. He ran a few yards 
after Donegan to call him back, as he wanted 
to pay him. 

The jury found that there was insufficient 
evidence on which to convict on any of the 
counts, and the giar was discharged.

mation of their merits. Last year they were 
fitted upon a number of cars as an optional 
equipment at an additional cost, but this year 
quite a number of cars have ‘them as part 
of the standard specification, with no extra 
charge. Much the same state of things 
exists with reapect to front wheel brakes, 
which have proved their value in aetual use, 
and have been adopted by a larger number 
of firms as part of the nérmal specification. 

The above features are obvious from the 
most superficial tour of the exhibition. There 
are, however, other matters of importance 
which eome to light as soon as a more detailed 
inspection of the exhibits is made, and among 
the foremost of theae may be mentioned en- 
hanced value for money. Lower prices rule 
in many cases, and often the reductions are of 
a substantial character; but even in cases 
where the prices remain the same as last 
I“ the value given is greater, fór many new 
ttings have been added, and the equipment 
in al an 
before. 

There is no definite movement towards 
either higher or lower power, for, whereas 
some manufacturers have introduced new 
models of slightly larger engine dimensions, 
others have adopted an opposite policy, thé 
tune in most cases being of an un- 

rtant character. Several new six- 
ey is nder cars are shown for the first time, 
and it is noteworthy that they are mainly of 
moderate power, but cars with four eylinders 
are in a great majority, the pana being 
about seventy Bua cent. of the whole of the 
1925 models. e type of body known as the 

“chummy” or ‘‘aceasional four-seater’’ is 
not quite so prominent as last year, for in 
numerous cases it has developed into a four- 
seater of orthodox pattern, mounted upon a 
chassis which has been slightly lengthened 
to accommodate it. 


CROSSLEY. 

On the 14 h.p. Crosaley a positive pressure 
engine lubrication system has now been 
adopted. Oil is led to the three main bear- 
ings, and to the big ends and camshaft, from 
a submerged pump and to a pressure gauge 
mounted on the dashboard. Another improve. 
ment of a less important character. but one 
which will be appreciated by the driver, is 
the fitting of a knurled roller to the 
accelerator pedal. In other respects the 
mechanical features remain as before, 
bat coachwork and side-curtains have under- 
gone some improvement. The touring car 
produced as standard is exceptionally well 
finishetl, while the De Luxe model has such 
refinements as Gabriel snubbers on the rear 
axle. For a moderate additional cost front 
wheel brakes can be fitted if desired. Other 
Crossley models are the 19.6 h.p., to which a 
wide variety of bodywork can be fitted, and 
a 20-70 h.p. sports model, both of which: are 
well up to the usual high Crossley standard. 


CITROEN. 

The Citroen stand will this year be as 
much a centre of interest as was the case in 
1925. Last year’s novelty was a car which 
had been cut through the centre, showing a 
sectional view of the complete mechanism. 
This year the novelty takes a different form, 
and consists of an aill-steel saloon body. 
Metal has replaced wood in the construetion 
of bridges, ships, buildings and aircraft, and 
now the same principle is being adopted 
with regard to motor bodies, with conspicu- 
ous success in the case of the Citroen ex- 
hibit. A distinct merit, from the driver's 
point of view, is the wider field of vision 
owing to the smaller dimensions of the sup- 
porting pillars. The pésts are much narrower 
than in the case of those constructed of 
wood, and other advantages are greater 
strength, freedom from distortion and rattle, 
and lighter weight. The new body is also 
fireproof. As shown at Olympia, the car is 
in the form of a four-seater saloon mounted 
on a chassis of 11.4h.p. It is in every way a 
and well constructed 
ear. Another new Citroen model is a three- 
seater clover-leaf body on a chassis of 
7.5 h.p. It is an excellent car, and the new 
type of body is particularly adapted to the 
chassis upon which it is mounted. ‘The 
power of this ear has been proved capable 
of carrying three passengers with comfort, 
and the new body will be welcomed by those 
to whom the ordinary two-seater just fails 
to satisfy requirements.

WHAT ULSTER FARMERS 
WANT. 


The Council of the Ulster Farmers’ Union is 
calling on the Northern Government to reduce 
rents by 25 per cent. in the case of unbought 
tenants, and a proportionate amount in the 
annuities of bought out tenants. 

Resolutions were also passed protesting 
against the recent increase in cross-Channel 
freights, demanding a reduction to pre-war 
level of “ free gifts’’ on the sale of cattle at 
the Beifast cattle marts, and urging. upon the 
Northern Government the dire necessity that 
exists for carrying out drainage schemes in 
those areas which are subject to recurrent 
flooding. Personal testimony was given by 
delegates present as to the deplorable plight 
of some of these areas, where thousands of 
acres of arable land have been submerged for 
weeks under several feet of water. The 
Executive Committee were recommended 
strongly to support a proposal to urge the 
Government to confer powers on County 
Councils to carry out local drainage schemes, 
and for this purpose it was suggested that the 
Ministry of Home Affairs. the Ministry of 
Agriculture, and the Ministry of Labour 
should confer together with a view to utilis. 
ing on productive work of this nature some 
of the unemployed who are at present receiv- 
ing out-of-work benefit.

WATER SUPPLY AND 
DRAINING. 


+ 
From no part of the country this year has 
there been any complaint of a shortage of 
water. In view of the heavy rainfall it would 
be surprising if there were. At the same time 
it must be recognised that while water has 
been plentiful enough, much of it is in the 
wronz place. It has beaten down crops and 
iodged upon land that is insufficiently drained. 
At the same time, on many farms, water 
for drinking and household purposes generally 
has to be procured under conditions that are 
anything but agreeable. In not a few in- 
stances such water has to be carted or carried 
considerable distances. This means an ex- 
nenditure in the way of time and trouble 
which makes life ina farmhouse uncomfortable. 
If the amount of time and labour spent in 
collecting or pumping water for the house 
were taken into account, farmers would realise 
the importance of having water conveyed to 
the farm buildings direct. Not only would 
such an arrangement result in a saving of time 
and labour, but there would also be the ad- 
vantace of convenience, which alone is well 
worth striving for. : 
One of the most satisfactory methods of 
securing an adequate water supply for farm 
buildings is to instal a hydraulic ram. Here 
the initial ontlav is the heaviest. The cost of 
upkeep is slight. no special attention is re- 
quired, the power is derived from the water 
passing through the ram, and the water can 
he forced to anv height. With such advan- 
tages it is strange that so manv farmers still 
depend unon out-of-date methods for securing 
their water sunnlw. Whether they are old- 
established owners or peasant proprietors 
farmers will derive material benefit from the 
use of hvdranlic rams 
Much could also be said on the importance 
ef draining farm Jand thoroughly. On this 
depends to a large extent the success of many 
crops. In artificial draining by means of tiles, 
if ditches and other open watercourses are 
kept clear defecte at a distance will dis- 
appear. Main drains should be three inches 
lower than furrow drains, and the outlets 
shonld be turned slichtlv down stream, and 
faced with bricks, with a grating to prevent 
the entrance of rats.

This 
friend of ours travelled. four hundred and 
seventy miles to and fro—a fairly considerable 
“grey in this country—to learn the secret. 
t was imparted in three words: '' Produce 
the best.” Thinking “ver the stimulating talk 
which led up to a revelation so simple and, it 
might be thought, so obvious as this three- 
worded formula, our friend in after years 
found increasing reason to regard this jour- 
ney; which: involved a day’s travelling, a 
night’s stay in a hotel, and much _ train 
and ‘car driving (without the comfort of 4 
motor car) well worth the time and effort. 
We give the formula to our readers now, as a 
statement containi profound, if obvious, 
truth in as terse a form as words can frame 
one—a truth we. in Ireland have still to 
learn and on which, we believe, our agri- 
cultural salvation depends. Until we produce 
the best, Governmental policies must fail, 
the most abundant harvests—even if they 
should some day revisit us—prove only 
temporary and ineffective aids, and organisa- 
tion (essential as we shall prove to prosperity) | 
only one factor in success. With every year 
that passes we see more acutely the a solute 
necessity for keeping up the business. of ' 
farming, and either the gap between “the 
b.-t” and the actual widens or our concep- 
tion of what constitutes that ‘“‘best’’ grows 
higher and more remote. After a generation 
spent, for instance, im considering Danish 
methods, we lag behind that shrewd and 
sturdy nation. And if it be alleged that this 
is because our conditions are different from 
theirs, the answer is that we remain behind 
most of our Continental competitors, even 
where our natural conditions excel theirs. 


Where Irish Produce Fails. 

Let us examine a jittle into some of the con- 
ditions which in their totality constitute the 
excellences of farming. We can, and do, pro- 
duce in Ireland the best beef, bacon, butter 
and eggs in the world, or, at any rate—and 
this-should be good enough for our purpose as 
exporters—the best on the British market. 
Is not this enough? Perhaps, before we 
answer the challenge implied in that question 
we should amend the formula in the preceding 
paragraph by one word: the word “ only” 
should be added. If we produced only the 
best butter, eggs, bacon and beef, the re- 
mainder of this article would properly te- 
main unwritten. The unfortunate fact, how- 
ever, is that we produce and, what is more 
serious, we attempt to market a great deal of 
produce which is quite inferior to our own 
best and often inferior to the best of even our 
second-rate competitors. What is the complaint 
in England of our cattle? That they are natu- 
rally inferior in quality? Not at all, but that 
we starve them and send them over in so 
unprepared a condition that even when finally 
“‘finished’’ they contrast ill with Scotch or 
Canadian or other imported beasts. The com- 
plaint so often made about our pigs, though 
different, is similar. Either they are un- 
uniform. (and, therefore, not “ best,”’ from the 
buyers’ standpoint), or they have been mis- 
handled. The mishandling, indeed, of both 
pigs and cattle costs us, as a nation, a con- 
siderable sum. It is a moot point with some 
business men to-day whether honesty is the 
best policy, but it is undeniable that cruelty | 
to animals is the worst. And there are the 
same kinds of complaints—the differences in 
the nature of the produce being taken into 
consideration—about our butter, that so much 
of it contains an unduly high percentage of 
water, and our eggs, that’so large a pro- 
portion of them are old or dirty or wrongly 
sorted as to size or ill-packed. And this is 
not because perfidious Albion, through its 
tradespeople, is trying to elbow us out of 
the market, but because Denmark, Holland 
and the rest have studied John Bull's habits 
and tastes to our detriment. 

The truth is that, Just as we should make 
it our business to produce the best, we 
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his is one of the devices used in the producti 
on of Grade A milk at the Reading Institute 
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vertical. The pail is free from seams, and 

every part can be cleaned. The top is covered 
to prevent dirt falling on the milk, and every 
thing tends to ensure absolute cleanliness. 


and our agents should make it a fixed rule 
only to export the very best. Only the best 
should satisfy the Irish consumer; only the 
best of the best will satisfy the British—un- 
less we are content to lie at the bottom of 
the market, and to satis‘y ourselves with pvor 
prices. Excellence, it will be seen, is not 
confined to the natural qualities of our pro- 
duce; nature, indeed, has, on the whole, 
treated us very generously. Excellence in- 
volves our own effort to excel, by care, 
cleanliness, scrupulosity. and constant, unre- 
mitting effort. ‘‘ It is permitted to learn 
from the enemy’’; how much more then 
from the trading competitor. Indeed, if we 
will not learn from our good-humoured com- 
petitors overseas (whose temper can, perhaps, 
th> better bear the strain of rivalry unim- 
paired, because they have made efficiency 
their normal rule) we will inevitably dritt 
from bad to worse. 

Unless we copy the Canadians in seeing that 
our cattle do not suffer in transit, the 
Scots, in reversing our present policy of offer- 
ing badly-finished cattle (to be sold in Lanca- 
shire at inferior prices), the Dutch in the pro- 
duction of the type of lamb (at the age and 
of the kind) demanded by the British sales- 
man for his customers, w2 will slowly find 
ourselves ousted from the doubtful place we 
occupy to-day to one of fixed inferiority. We 
can indict ourselves or our own shortcomings 
the more readily because we share many of 
them with the farmers of England. That will 
not, however, assist us in our effort to win 
English custom, which the English farmer has 


begun to realise he is himself losing. Educa- 
tion, to teach the adult English farmer the 
necessity for a uniform product of reliable 
quality, has begun, and we, too, must learn 
to adapt ourselves to the needs of to-day, 
deciding for ourselves, for instance, whether 
wet-cured bacon of the best quality, cheaply 
produced, will pay us as well as dry-cured—a 
more costly ot wf to produce, but fetching 
a bigger price. 


Need for Combined Action. 


We can imagine a farmer in an outlying 
district (laborious, intelligent, working alone), 
reading these injunctions of ours as counsels 
of perfection, and, therefore,-for him, coun- 
sels of despair! The truth that there is not 
a great deal which the individual can do to 
improve his own circumstances, under the 
conditions of the farming industry of 
to-day bhas been freely admitted’ in 
these columns. We have, indeed—and no 
later than our last Farming Review—pointed 
to some minor methods whereby improve- 
ments in the industry may be effected. But 
in the major problem of marketing, which 
ineets the farmer every harvest and almost on 
every fair day, we are more and more driven 
back upon the unavoidable necessity of com- 
bined action. There might, indeed, we thik, 
be better individual results achieved in the 
home market. It becomes more problematical 
with every improvement in transit from the 
Colonies to Britain and every new development 
of Dutch or Danish organisation whether we 
ought not to concentrate more on the Irish 


| BALLINASLOE OCTOBER 


FAIR. 
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In Ballinasloe, the Great October Fair week 
ranks in the same position as Horse Show 
week in Dublin, It is regarded as the time 
for a great influx of visitors, and there is 
hardly a house in the town which does not 
shelter a stranger. Complaint has been made 
that: hotel charges are as high as those which 
rule during Dublin Horse Show week, but it is 
admitted that the accommodation is good. 
The advance of time has not been kind to the 
Fair. Over twenty years ago Garbally Park, 
where the sheep fair was held, used to be the 
resting place of as many as 100,000 sheep, 
while the extensive Fair Green, in front of 
the demesne, accommodated from 15,000 to 
20,000 cattle. This was before a great many 
local fairs and sales provided new markets 
for many of the flocks and herds that had 
hitherto depended almost entirely on Ballina- 
sloe. These events have gradually developed 
in number and importance, while the use of 
the motor car has enabled buyers from 
a distance to scour the country in search of 
what’ they require. In addition, there has 
been established a Ballinasloe September fair, 
which enables sellers to dispose of sheep and 
cattle a month earlier than usual to advantage, 
All these things have tended to-cause a reduc- 
tion in supplies at the October fair; yet by 
the magnates of the live-stock industry this 
is still regarded as, perhaps, the most im- 
portant fixture of the year. It is claimed that 
trade there more or less fixes prices for the 
following six months. Hence it attracts the 
leading men in the trade, and competition, as 
a general rule, is keen if the stock on offer 
are right. 

Last week, as will be remembered, the 
number of sheep and cattle on offer was small. 
Sheep were cheaper than a year ago, but 
cuttle showed an improvement. Most of the 
lots despatched by rail went to Counties 
Meath, Kildare and Dublin. For sheep ten 
special trains, comprising 550 wagons, were 
requisitioned; while lambs were carried in 
two specials comprising 80 wagons—not quite 
so many as a year ago. Ten specials, made 
up of 417 wagons, or 80 more than a year 
ago, carried off the cattle mostly to feeders 
in the region of County Meath. There were 
also two horse specials, 35 horse-boxes being 
sent off with valuable hunters.

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cities for the sale of our produce and less on 
the English and Scotch. 

Even here, however, some form of organisa- 
tion is desirable, and when exportation is our 
objective we think it is more fhan desirable— 
it is essential: But if its cost is not to swamp 
the profits of the industry, organisation must 
reduce, if it does not eliminate, all avoidable 
middle profits. So only will our farmers learn 
through the pocket—the swiftest road—to 
bring about improved methods. So long as 
improved produce leads no nearvr to improved 
price so long will the natural stimulus to im- 
provement be lacking. If, through the 
functioning of his co-operative societies, the 
farmer finds that he can market his beef or 
bacon (either alive or, preferably, “ dressed”), 
his butter or eggs to advantage, he will level 
up quality and learn to produce the best, and 
only the best. But no such incentive will 
lead him out of his present haphazard and 
casual habits until, and unless, he feels that 
through the organisation which markets his 

roduce he is himself beginning to control his 

usiness,

President Cosgrave’s Wish. 


Yesterday the Bill which ratifies the 
amendment of Article XII. of the Anglo- 
Irish Treaty was passed by Daw Eireann. 
Ministers paid high tribute to the fidelity 
with which the British Government had 
kept all its pledges ; and that Government 
may reciprocate the compliment. In view 
of the controversy which recent speeches 
in the Imperial Parliament have pro- 
voked, President Cosgrave’s attitude to the 
Boundary Commission continues to be not 
merely correct, but high-minded. He re 
fused yesterday to support the various 
predictions, bitter or doleful,; that the 
Commission would not try to be fair to 
the Free State’s claims, and expressed 
confidence in the impartiality of its 
Chairman, Mr. Justice Feetham. We are 
quite sure that the President’s view is 
sound and that the Commission will not 
fail through any lack of honesty or good- 
will. Nevertheless, it must fail to bring 
peace to Ireland because it wil] be con- 
fronted with an impossible task. Yester- 
day’s debate showed that members of all 
parties in the Dail—Mr. Thomas Johnson 
who tried to destroy the Bill, and others 
who helped to pass it—share this convic- 
tion. They know that a verdict which 
does not satisfy the Southern claims may 
wreck the peace of the Free State. They 
know that a verdict which satisfies the 
Free State may produce chaos in Northern 
Ireland. Some of them took refuge in 


the consolation that the enforcement of 
the Commission’s verdict must be the 


British Government's job; but that is a 
fictitious consolation. Even if Great 
Britain should employ all her naval and 
military strength to thrust a hated deci- 
sion on the North, the result still would 
be calamitous for every man who makes 
a living in any part of Ireland, and the 
prospect of national unity would be 
shattered for a hundred years. The most 
hopeful sign in this crisis is the increasing 
assent which our politicians are giving to 
the postulate that peace can be reached 
only through agreement between the two 
Irish Governments. They have been 
unable as yet to shake off the fetters 
that bind them to party programmes and 
party pledges; but their intellects are 
beginning to accept the truth, and we 
pray earnestly that the truth may make 
them free. In his closing words yesterday 
President Cosgrave not only declared him- 
self an advocate of peace by agreement, 
but expressed his belief that an honour- 
able peace would make the happiest 
moment in the lives of all good Irish- 
men, North and South. “He wished to 
God that they could reach it.” We are 
convinced that Sir James Craig will be 
the first to echo this cry from the heart. 
Surely it is not idle to hope that the two 
statesmen, conferring in this temper, could 
achieve the goal which they and the whole 
country desire. If, however, the country 
would seize the last chance of real settle- 
ment, it must strengthen its leaders’ 
hands: it must not merely desire, but 
demand. What man, or men, wil] come 
forward now to organise public opinion 
and to make it vocal?

The strength of British credit depends on 
the high reputation of British financiers. 
One such transaction as a loan to declared 
repudiators of obligations would under- 
mine confidence in British integrity. The 
proposed loan would be bad finance. It 
would be even worse politics. 

If Britain should lend her prestige to 
the revolutionaries of Russia, she would 
arm her own enemies. A Government 
which has risen to power by the slaughter 
of the noble and the coercion of the multi- 
tude; which has 
religion, personal liberty and the sanctity 
of the family; which has forced its ugly 
system on little nations unfortunate 
enough to lie within the shadow of its 
might, and has sent forth emissaries to 
organise violent revolution throughout the 
world—this Government is now in straits 
for financial means to maintain its 
usurped authority. To lend to such 
borrowers would be to participate in their 
deeds. It would be to assist with British 
money the subversion of those things on 
which British prosperity is built. English 
revolutionaries, seeking not the patient 
betterment of humanity, but the violent 
destruction of the existing order, are ex- 
posed in their true nature by the attempt 
to range Britain beside the Bolsheviks. 
There was hope that Mr. Macdonald, 
once in power, would devote his party’s 
energies to the improvement of the British 
workers’ lot by legitimate measures. The 
challenging of an election, not on a matter 
of internal policy, but on the issue of 
assistance for the Russian revolution- 
aries, shows that revolutionary inter- 
nationalism has captured a Socialist 
Government in England. It has been well 
said that the past century has been occu- 
pied with a struggle between the spirit of 
Burke and that of Rousseau—between 
traditional order and materialistic level- 
ling. In Russia the spirit of Rousseau 
has triumphed—for the present, at least. 
If the revolutionaries could capture 
Britain also, the last stronghold of sane 
conservatism would fall. 

How far the virus of an ignorant 
jealousy has spread among the British 
people will be revealed by the election. 
It is not easy to feel happily confident 
that the electorate will take the right 
decision. Democracy learns but slowly, 
and may not grasp the significance of its 
problem when a hasty decision is de- 
manded. Men may not realise that the 
issue is knit between conservatism and 
revolution—between security tempered by 
progressive reform and a reckless attack 
on capitalism in the name of an untried 
doctrine. If the problem were clear, there 
would be little doubt of the people’s 
decision. Englishmen do not want class 
war. They are not doctrinaires, and do 
not believe that the hardships to which 
flesh is heir can be abolished by the over- 
throw of the financial system that has 
been evolved through ages of experience 
and adaptation. They will not be per- 
suaded that unemployment would vanish 
if bureaucrats were set in the places of 
business men. They have still too loyal a 
love of their national heritage to sym- 
pathise with the State atheism which 
governs revolutionary policy in Russia. 
Not consciously and deliberately would 
they range their country on the side of 
Bolshevism; but, if the Socialist Party 
should win a general election on a revolu- 
tionary issue and come back with a 
mandate which it could interpret as per- 
mission to substitute Socialism for 
capitalism, we soon might have to write of 
the England of history, Fuit?. 


A Notable Journey. 


The Z.R.3 has completed its journey 
across the Atlantic without mishap. Its 
time from Friedrichshaven to Lakehurst 
Aerodrome was eighty-one hours and 
twenty minutes. The achievement was 
rendered more creditable by the obstacle 
of fog. Judged by the standard of speed 
on the journey, the Z.R.3 surpassed the 
performance of the British dirigible R. 34, 
which cross the Atlantic five years ago. 
It may be that a new era in the history 
of travel is about to open, since the Z.R. ó 
has shown that an airship can complete 
the journey to America ‘in less time than 
the fastest of modern liners. Aerial 
transport, however, requires a great deal 
of development before it can become an 
accepted means for” the carriage of 
passengers. Several accidents have occurred 
recently to airships, and complete con- 
fidence in this new method of travel must 
be a thing of slow growth. The airship 
offers many comforts to travellers which 
are lacking in aeroplanes; but, for the 
present at any rate, it is not within 
measurable distance of offering the same 
degree of luxury which is furnished by 
the great ocean liners. It is not hard to 
imagine, however, that swift progress will 
be made as soon as the Atlantic can be 
crossed in an airship with almost com- 
plete safety and with a considerable 
amount of comfort. When this feat is 
possible the saving of time will become 
important. Many people have believed 
that the lighter than air dirigible will 
prove to be more useful in peace than in 
war, Machines of this type failed to 
justify their existence during the late war 
on account of their vulnerability, but 
science may augment their value in 
attack; and for this reason steps are 
being taken to prevent Germany from 
regaining her old preponderance in 
Zeppelins. The works at Friedrichshaven 
will be dismantled now that ‘delivery has 
‘been made of the Z.R.3 to the United

The French Stage. 


For many years members of the 
dramatic profession in France have been 
dissatisfied with the system of State 
control which exists in that country, M. 
Le Bargy, the distinguished actor, has 
decided to open a school of dramatic art 
in opposition to the Conservatoire, which 
is supported by the State. There appears 
to be every prospect that his scheme will 
prove attractive to many budding French 
actors. and actresses. The Conservatoire 
has been criticised freely in professional 
circles on the ground that the instruction 
which it offers is not in the hands of the 
best teachers or the most illustrious 
artists in the country. Although the 
system which obtains has ensured that the 
French stage shall not fall below certain 
standards, and has kept these. standards 
reasonably high, there can be no doubt 
that State control is not suited ideally 
to an art so temperamental as the actor’s. 
The inevitable red tape has strangled 
genius to a large extent. Great actors 
and actresses cannot be turned out by an 
automatic process: which tends to produce 
& succession of efficient mediocrities. The 
French stage owes much to the encourage- 
ment which it has received from the State. 
In France the theatrical profession stands 
}high in public esteem, and its distin- 
guished members rank among the nation’s 
celebrities. The balance, however, is not 
altogether on the credit side. State control 
has done much to discount the benefits 
of State support. M. Le Bargy’s school 
may succeed in infusing new life into the 
time-honoured system.

He had a á me send 
off at Euston, and, in dition, a 
number of his principal supporters 
gathered to wish him good luck in his 
efforts. Mr. Lloyd George is to devote the 
greater part of next week to a hurricanc 
tour of Lancashire, where it is hoped that 
several seats may be won for the con- 
stitutionalist parties.

The Levy on Capital. 


Attention has been drawn to the fact 
that the capital levy idea does not appear 
in the Socialist programme; but it is 
understood that the principle has by no 
means been abandoned. If the Labour 
Government returns to power, a capital 
levy, in all probability, will be one of 
the first measures to be brought forward, 
though it will emerge under a new name. 
The term “ capital levy ’’ will be dropped 
and a war debt redemption levy will take 
its place. It is calculated that such a 
levy would appeal to everybody not 
directly interested, and would enable a 
Socialist Chancellor of the Exchequer to 
secure many more millions from those who 
are. 


Conservatives Made ‘Favourites. 


There is quite a considerable amount of 
business to-day in election results at 
Lloyd’s. The rate to cover the contingency 
of the Conservatives obtaining a working 
majority started at 40 guineas per cent., 
but a rush of orders sent the rate up 
ten guineas, the current quotation being 
fifty guineas per cent. To cover the risk of 
a Labour majority ten guineas per cent. 
is quoted. To insure against the Con- 
servatives failing to obtain a majority, 
sixty guineas is the rate. No business has 
yet been transacted to cover the risk of a 
Liberal Government. 


A Good Example. 


The management of the London, Scottish 
and Midland Railway Company is setting 
an example for the election, which other 
employers would do well to follow. All 
the men whose turns of duty do not give 
them time to vote are to be allowed 
reasonable leave of absence with pay and, 
where necessary, free travel. In London 
many working men who live in the 
suburbs will be away from home for nearly 
the whole voting day. Arrangements 
ought to be made where it is necessary 
for every man to be free to record his 
vote. The London working man is gener- 
ally a stabilising influence because he is 
so often better informed on political 
affairs than his country colleague. 


Demand For German Loan. 


Some extraordinary scenes were wit- 
nessed in the City this morning in con- 
nection with the German Loan issue. 
There were about fifty le waiting 
outside the issue office bank this morning 
at half-past six, and the gathering rapidly 
grew until the queue was many hundreds 
strong at nine o'clock. The crowd was 
composed mostly of clerks, girls and 
commissionaries, whose business it was to 
procure copies of the prospectus for their 
principals. The gaile attracted a 
great amonnt of unfavourable comment 
from people going to work, who wrongly 
imagined that the gueue was composed 
mainly of German sympathisers, and in 
several cases abuse was loud and. pro- 
me The demand for the Loan was 
so heavy that, the lists had to be closed 
Just after one o'clock, and it was evident 
that the British share had been several 
times over-subscribed. |

After having rejected an amendment 
from the Labour benches the Dail yes- 
terday passed the Boundary/ Bill through 
its remaining stages, and adjourned until 
Wednesday next. 

Judged by ‘the attendance in the 
Visitors Gallery, very little public 
interest was manifested in the proceed- 
The accommodation there was not 
by any means taxed at three o clock, when 
ti speaker took the chair, and half-way 
through the debate the gallery was almost

empty. 

In a brief speech the President moved 
the second reading of the bill. The British 
(jovernment, he said, had carried out its 
part of the agreement, and it remained 
for the Dail to do its part. 


The leader of the Labour Party then sub- 
mitted his amendment, but not before an 
umendment tabled by Mr. Darrell Kiggis had 
been ruled out of order. Mr. Figgis’s amend- ' 
ment was little more than an expression of 
opinion as to the interpretation that should 
be placed on Article 12 of the Treaty—a 
counterblast to the amendment adopted by 
the House of Lords. 


MR. JOHNSON’S ARGUMENT. 

Mr. Johnson asked the House to hold that 
the non-appointment of the Boundary Com- 
m@sion had invalidated the aetion of the 
Northern Parliament in contracting out of the 
Free State, and left the Government of the 
Free State to take whatever measures it 
thought to be necessary to exercise its 
authority in respect of Northern Ireland. 

The Labour leader's argument was that the 
Northern Government had exercised a choice 
civen to it under Article 12 of the Treaty, 
without fulfilling the condition attached to 
that choice by the same Article. The 
Boundary Bill, he asserted, was an attempt 
to make easy an evasion of the Treaty. ie 
cuestion was, whether the Treaty was to be 
maintained, and it conld only be maintained 
by the acceptance of his amendment. 

The reply of the Minister of Justice was 
characteristic of him. He started by re- 
pudiating the suggestion that the bill repre- 
sented an attempt to make an evasion of the 
Treaty easv. Deputy Johnson's alternative 
policy was that shadowy ideal of his, 
the Council of Ireland. He confessed 
that he was not impressed by the 
Labour leader’s ‘‘fatuous enthusiasm ”’ 
for that institution. The Council of Ireland 
had, as a possible bond of unity, a certain 
sentimental interest,” but it was of little 
practical value. 

Mr. O'Higgins expressed his belief that the 
Commission would conduct its arbitration 
fairly and honourably, and acknowledged the 
fair and honourable way in which successive 
Sritish Governments had carried out their 
obligations under the Treaty. 


TAME DEBATE. 


After the speech of the Minister of Justice 
the debate became a tame enough affair. Both 
Mr. Alec McCabe and Mr. Sean Milroy, mem- 
bers of Mr. McGrath's group, seconded their 
opppsition to the amendment without making 
any notable contribution to the discussion. 

Mr. O'Connell, of the Labour Party, made 
quite a vigorous defence of the attitude of his 
party to the problem of the frontier. The 
keynote of his speech was that to-day 
no ene in the Free State had auy faith in 
the possibilities of the Commission, and that 
the non-appointment of the Commission gave 
the Free State a valid reason for adoptin 
the position that, as the Boundary clause h 
not been given effect, Northern Ireland was, 
in fact, within the area known as the Free 
State, and, therefore, subject to its 
jurisdiction. 

As Mr. Darrell Figgis pointed out, however, 
the problem in that case would be how this 
authority of the Free State over 
Northern Ireland couki be made good. 
The answer to it—and it was the only 
solution of the problem—was the use of force. 
The British Government, he pointed out, 
would find itself confronted with the same 
problem when the Commission reported, and 
it would find that fresh legislation would 
be needed to meet the new situation. 

General Mulcahy deplored the fact that the 
Executive Council had allowed the pro- 
nouncements of the British signatories, like 
Mr. Lloyd George and Lord Birkenhead, to 
go unanswered. They had enough docu- 
ments in their possession, he said, to refute 
the slanders uttered against the two dead 
leaders and signatories—General Collins and 
Mr. Arthur Griffith. 

The amendment was put, and, on a division, 
rejected by 65 votes to 14. The remainin 
stages af the bill were then taken up, an 
before the motion, “that the bill do now 
pass,” was put, something in the nature of 
a last protest was made by Mr. Johnson. 
Mr. Gorey, one of the Farmers’ reresenta- 
tives, expressed his fears, lest ‘‘full justice 
to the Chairmanship of the Commission ” 
should not be done by a man who, as he 
said, was depending on the British Govern- 
ment for his advancement or political 
preferment. 


THE BETTER WAY. 

President Cosgrave closed the debate with 
a short speech, which was ma by great 
sincerity. It sounded the real \note of 
statesmanship. Having informed the House 
that the Government could not, im 
honour, sconsider the question of pub- 
lishing the private and confidential cor- 
respondence of the ‘Treaty period, he 
declared: ‘‘ No one believes as much as I do 
that there should be a settlement b agree- 
ment. I wish to God we could reach that.’ 
He ended by expressing the regret that there 
was so much mistrust, and that there seemed 
to be no way of achieving honourable peace. 

The motion ** That the bill do now pass 
was then put, and carried without a division. 

The House now stands adjourned until 
Wednesday next.

THE URGENT NEED. 


ANOTHER CONFERENCE 


BETWEEN NORTH AND SOUTH. 


The Executive Committee of the Dublin 
Christian Citizenship Council, at its meeting 
on October 13th, decided to issue the follow- 
ing statement for circulation :— 

“We desire to add our appeal to those 
which have already appeared in the Press 
with regard to the boundary controversy. 

“We wish first to urge upon all Christian 

ple their duty to insist that this question 
is one which must be settled by peaceful 
means, and to do all in their power to prevent 
a resort to violence, whether the matter is 
dealt with by the Boundary Commission or in 
some other way. 

“ But things even more vital than the 
settlement of the boundary question are now 
at stake in Ireland. ‘here is, we believe, at 
this moment an opportunity to lift the whole 
question of the siailene of North and South 
out of the sphere of .sectional and party 
antagonisms, and to bring about a settlement 
to the benefit of the whole country. The 
settlement we desire is one which will leave 
no bitter grievances behind. To this end we 
wish to avoid, net merely violence in deeds, 
but embittered controversy, such as would 
strengthen old suspicions and hatreds and 
create further feelings of injustice on one 
side or the other to poison our national life 
for the future. Such things may be no less 
dishonouring to a Christian country than open 
warfare. ey are unavoidable, except in 
one way—a resolute effort to reach a settle 
ment by consent. 

“* Such a settlement does not appear possible 
so long as attention is concentrated on the 
one question of fixing a boundary. Wherever 
and however the boundary is fixed, there wil! 
remain the far larger question of the future 
relations of the two parts of the country. 
Are they to. continne for ever aloof and 
suspicious ? Few people on either side believe 
that the well-being of: North or South, still 
less of the whole country, is best served by 
such permanent alienation. But, if agreement 

i co-operation are ever to be sought, we 
believe the present moment to be vital before 
the country plunges ixto a dispute which may 
still further embitter our mutual relations. 
The policies pursued in the next few months 
cannot leave matters as they stand. We are 
bound to take either a step forward to friend- 
ship or backward to increased hostility. 

“We urge, therefore, upon the two Govern- 
ments that, while foregoing none of their 
rights or claims with to the Boundary 
Commission, they veld, for, the sake of 
Ireland, forthwith make one more attempt to 
bring about an agreed settlement, upon which 
a real friendship can be built. Ewen if that 
entails concessions from both sides, we believe 
the result will be better than that attainable 
omen cg any party victory. And, even if it 
should not completely satisfactory, we 
would remind all parties of the truth of the 
words that ‘ What is peciect, with peace, 
is often better than what is otherwise more 
excellent, without it.” ;

MR. NUGENT’S POSITION. 


Mr. John Skeffington, solicitor, Dungannon, 
who is County President of the Ancient 
Order of Hibernians, has received from Mr. 
John D. Nugent a letter which he will sub- 
mit to the Hibernians’ conference in Oma 
to-day. In this letter Mr. Nugent denies 
that he was asked, or that he intended to 
become, a candidate. Mr. Nugent recalls 
that when a Parliamentary vacancy occurred 
in East Tyrone, through the resignation of 
Captain W. A. Redmond, he summoned a 
convention, the result of which was that, 
although a large number of the delegates was 
in favour of selecting Mr. Skeffington as 
candidate, Mr. Skeffington stood down and 
allowed Mr. Harbison to be selected.

As an Ulster- 
man, he says, he felt keenly that those who 
were responsible for the wrecking of the 
Nationalist Party in 1918 had left the Ulster 
Catholics without leadership and under the 
harrow of an Orange tyranny that was in- 
tolerable.

Mr. Stanley Machin, President of the 
Associated British Chambers of Commerce, 
was the principal guest of the Belfast. Cham- 
ber of Commerce at the third of its series of 
luncheon meetings yesterday. Sir Samuel 
Kelly, President of the Belfast Chamber, pre- 
sided, and among the guests were Sir James 
Craig, the Northern Prime Minister, and mem- 
bers of his Cabinet, and representatives of the 
business interests of the city. 

The President, in welcoming Mr. Machin, 
said that he came there at considerable per- 
sonal inoonvenience, He thought they would 
agree that it was exceedingly appropriate 
that the President of the Association of 
Chambers, of which the Belfast Chamber was 
one of the oldest members, should inaugu- 
rate this series of meetings, which they 
hoped and believed would prove of as great 
interest and benefit to the community as 
its predecessors 

” MR. MACHIN., 

Mr. Machin, in the course of his speech, 
alluded to the important after-war problems 
that they were called upon to solve, and the 
need for whole-hearted co-operation in the 
movement. Their export trade had suffered 
greatly; no less than 1,250 millions of 
international trade had gone out of existence 
for the time being. How were they to 
remedy that? They had to carefully consider 
the effect of the Dawes report. e did not 
love Germany, but he realised that they were 
not going to prosper by keeping others in 
a perpetual state of poverty. ey had to 
assist them to work out their own salvation. 
Under proper safeguards and under stable 
government they would do their best to 
put them on their feet, provided that 
they were prepared to play the game. 
It was with that object in view that the 
Association of British Chambers of Commerce 
decided to accept the Dawes Report; but, in 
his opinion, no arrangement would be satis- 
factory unless the Government. of the day 
was prepared to safeguard such industries as 
might be threatened by the cheaper labour, 
the longer hours, and the exchange system 
operating in Germany. 9 

He passed now on to the question of a 
Russian Treaty. He had no quarrel with the 
Russian people. They had been desirous, and 
still desired, to trade with Russia on sound 
business lines; but they would be no party 
to backing up a handful of usurpers who had 
seized the reins of government, 

.EXCESSIVE TAXATION. . 

The burden of excessive taxation which 
they were called upon to bear in Great 
Britain was hampering industry. The idea 
existed that, if they eould only extract money 
from the pockets of the capitalist, the poor 
would be helped over their difficulties. 
Nothing could be more fallacious. (Applause. ) 
Excessive taxation was sapping enterprise and 
clogging the wheels of commerce. He was 
convinced that if the Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer had the courage to make a substantial 
reduction in the income tax he would be a 
gainer and not a loser by the transaction. 

THE PRIME MINISTER. 

Sir James Craig, in submitting a vote of 
thanks to Mr. Machin, said that they had los? 
a great captain of industry in the death of 
Lord Pirrie. Sir Samuel Kelly had come to 
take his place. (Applause.) Great credit was 
due to any business man who succeeded his 
father and his forefathers, and who carried 


were associated; but more honour still was 
due to the man who could discover a new 
industry and. develop it by his great talent: 

Mr. Machin had referred to several matters 
of great importance, and his advice had 
fallen upon receptive ears. With reference to 
his remarks as to the relationship between 
Capital and Labour, he would like just to 
mention the fact that their Minister of 
Labour in Northern Ireland had helped to 
bring about conciliation when opportunities 
arose, and had managed to adjust difficulties 
which would otherwise have occurred. He 
thought it was more true of Governments 
than of any organisation that the man made 
the office, not the office made the man. In that 
regard they were extremely fortunate in 
Ulster. He conld only say that he would not 
swap his Ministers with any across the 
Channel.

THE ANCIENT NILOTIC 
INFLUENCE. 


In the course of a special article in 
The Times, Sir Arthur Evans says :—It has 
been already possible to send you a brief 
preliminary report of some surprising results 
of my this se excavations on the site of 
Knossos. searches there, in a still earlier 
field, have further been successful, not only 
in carrying back the evidence of the 
foreign relations of Crete to a considerably 
earlier epoch than has been hitherto ascer- 
tained, but in actually tracing the channel of 
_ intercourse to a port on the Southern 

AA, 

Careful investigations oí the neolithic re- 
mains below the level of the Central Court 
have now brought out the greater part of two 
houses of rectangular and rather complicated 
construction, though based, 2 OTR Me on 
the simple ‘‘but-and-ben’’ pian. In the 
rincipal living room of each was a fixed 
heart of stone and clay, an arrangement 
contrasting with the usage of the succeeding 
Minoan age, when movable tripod hearths of 
clay and stucco were universal. A remark- 
able feature about the houses, moreover, was 
an agglomeration of what may best be de- 
scribed as ‘‘store cells,’’ the germ of the 
later magazines. The culture itself, as re- 
vealed by the relics found, was very clearly 
defined, representing a phase immediately 
antecedent to that of the beginning of the 
early Minoan age, when metals were already 
worked. 

In one of the store cells, however, other- 
wise associated with stone implements, there 
lay, beside a typical neolithic pot, a copper 
axe, or ‘‘ flat celt,’’ possibly derived from 
Cyprus, by way of the Southern coast of 
Asia Minor. -A clay female image of the 
squatting type also suggested Anatolian con- 
nections ; but the most interesting objects dis- 
covered—certain fragments of stone vessels— 

inted in a very different direction.

MR. BALDWIN’S SPEECH. 


COMMON SENSE. 


--——_—__oe-——-— 


PLAIN 


In a leading article The T'imes observes — 
Mr. Baldwin’s speech at the Queen’s Hall 
stands in striking contrast to the Labour 
leader's effusive oration at Glasgow. It is 
the speech of a plain Englishman, addressed 
to the sound, every-day common-sense of his 
countrymen, whom he credits with an honest 
and intelligent desire to understand the ele- 
mentary facts of the situation on which they 
have been suddenly summoned to vote. 

Mr. Baldwin shares the apprehension ex- 
pressed by Mr. Lloyd George on Tuesday as 
to the effects of the extension and perpetua- 
tion of the dole, which is the one substi- 
tute’ the financial. genius of Labour 
has produced for their promised cure of 
unemployment. Everybody acknowledges 
that the dole has been a necessity. But both 
these experienced statesmen boldly avow 
that, if we cannot stem the rising of this 
“awful tide,” we run great risk of accustom- 
ing a large proportion of our people to the 
belief that the dole, rightly given to help 
them over terrible times, is an inalienable 
right to which the recipient has a claim with- 
out working for the rest of his hfe. Mr. 
Lloyd George says that there should be a 
guarantee that applicants for the dole will 
take work, although it is “a little incon- 
venient ’’ and “ not quite equal to that which 
they hud before,” and he observes that the 
inerease of the figures due to neglect of such 
a guarantee is a “ grave symptom,’’ which 
may mark ‘‘a process of deterioration and de- 
moralisation.’’ Mr. Baldwin sees, as all but 
the ignorant and the fanatical see, that the 
real remedy for unemployment is individual 
effort, and the first duty of the Government 
is to encourage individual efforts. 

On many of the main subjects of domestic 
controversy—on education, on housing, on 
contributory insurance, and on the cost of 
food—the Conservative leader had shrewd and 
cautious comments to make of a kind which 
must recommend itself to the approval of all 
who are at the pains to reflect. 

He did not speak at any length upon the 
Empire, but he spoke of it with that sense 
of its greatness and that perception of the 
difficulties and dangers ever inherent in its 
development with an insight and a pride 
which will be sought in vain in Mr. 
Macdonald’s first campaign speech. 


CREW STRICKEN WITH 
FEVER. 


DRIFTING. SHIP’S 
FOR HELP. 


A wireless message from Captain Richard- 
son, master of the Australian Commonwealth 
Shipping Board’s steamer Boonah, off the 
West Coast of Africa, states that on Tuesday 
he picked up calls for help from the West 
Hartlepool steamer Barlby, on the Dakar- 
Canary Islands trade route. 

A few hours later the Boonah found the 
Barlby  driftin helplessly, with her 
engines srécaamn, | and on sending a 
party on board found that the entire 
crew of the West Hartlepool vessel was 
down with malaria. The sick men were at 
once transferred to the Boonah, and Captain 
Richardson sent a skeleton crew to man the 
Barlby. The Boonah set a course for Dakar, 
five hundred miles away, which is connected 
with St. Louis, the capital of French Senegal, 
by rail. There is a military station and 
hospital at St. Louis. 

The few men put on board the Barlby have 
raised steam, and the ship is proceeding 
slowly in the wake of the rescue vessel. 

The Barlby is a steel screw steamer of 
2,489 tons, owned by the Ropner Shipping 
Company, Ltd., West Hartlepool, and left 
Dakar for Bordeaux last Thursday. The 
Boonah, 6,147 tons, left Glasgow on October 
4th for Australian ports, via the Cape.

CITY ON FIRE. 
HONG KONG, Wednesday. 

Sun Yat-sen’s efforts forcibly to sup- 
press the merchants’ strike have led to serious 
fighting in Canton, which began early this 
morning. The merchants’ volunteers have 
engaged the troops in street fights, and have 
been sniping them from barricades all the 
day. The gates of Shameen—the foreign 
residential quarter—were closed during the 
morning, and ships have left the wharves. It 
is believed that foreigners are not in danger. 
No damage has been done to foreign property. 

Passengers arriving here to-night report 
that Sun Yat-sen precipitated the crisis, after 
which street fighting began. The soldiervy ret 
fire to volunteer strongholds, while pickets 
posted on the highest buildings, including the 
ten-storey building of the Sun Company, drove 
off the firemen who attempted to extinguish 
the fires. The city is reported to be burning 
in scores of places and the terrified in- 
habitants are fleeing.—(7'imes telegram.)

5,000 MILES IN 81 
HOURS.

NEW YORK, Tuesday. 

Finishing her Atlantic voyage from 
Friedrichshafen (Germany) in 81 hours, 
the Zeppelin Z.R. 3 arrived at Lakehurst, 
New Jersey, at 9.55 this morning. The 
trip, therefore, took 34 days. 

[It will be recalled that the British 
airship, R. 34, returned from New York 
to Pulham, near Norwich, in 1919, in 
75 hours. | 

The airship arrived over New York at 
.50 this morning, and was greeted by

The Z.R. 3 covered 5,066 miles in 
81 hours 17 mins. The average 
speed was 62 miles an hour, The 
fuel tanks were one-quarter full when 
she berthed.

“The first part of our voyage was fine,” 
Captain Eckener went on, “ but the last part 
was full of heavy weather. From five o'clock 
yesterday morning we battled for 24 hours 
against heavy weather, the wind blowing 55 
to 60 miles an hour. Favourable winds 

ushed us past Boston on to New York and 
pene at the rate of 90 miles an hour. 

“ On Monday evening we were making 45 
miles an hour. We headed for Nova Scotia 
into a South-East wind, and then came along 
at a great speed along the coast te the South, 
»assing the cruisers Milwaukee and Detroit, 
but seeing neither.” 


WASHINGTON, Wednesday. 

‘‘Tt is a matter of great satisfaction to me, 
and to the people of the United States, that 
peaceful relations between Germany an 
America have been fully re-established, and 
that this great airship has inaugurated the 
first direct air flight between Germany and 
America,” said President Coolidge in & 
telegram to the commander of the Z.R. 5. 

Approximately 2,200.000 dollars will be 
credited as a German reparation payment to 
the United States when the Z.R. 3is formally 
accepted by the Government:~-The air cruiser 
represents the American share of the special 
reparation assessed against Germany because 
of the destruction after the armistice at 
Friedrichshafen of a half dozen complete, or 
partially complete, war Zeppelins, which, 
under the terms of the armistice, Germany 
kad agreed to turn over to the Allies. 

Upon inquiries initiated by the United 
States, the Conference of Ambassadors in 
1921 agreed to permit Germany to replace one 
airship, attaching the condition that the new 
ship should never be used for military pur- 
poses.

THE BRITISH SIGNATORIES’ 


STATEMENTS. 


_ President Cosgrave moved the second read- 
ing of the Treaty. (Confirmation -of Supple- 
mental Agreement) Bill, 1924. He said that 
when the first reading of the bill was passed 
mm August last he explained what the object 
of the measure was, and he thought it was 
unnecessary to go into great detail in the 
matter now. The bill was an agreed bill, in 
the sense that it was based upon an agree- 
ment made between the Irish Government, on 
the one part, and the British Government, on 
the other, to meet an unforeseen contingency. 

He had observed references ‘by British 
ser agg and by British signatories to the 

reaty, in which opinions that were carefully 
concealed during the negotiations which 
resulted in the Treaty were expressed. Had 
those pronouncements been Base: at the time 
of the Treaty there would not have been Irish 
Signatories to that Treaty. (Hear, hear.) 

“We made this Treaty,” said the President, 
‘not with these men. We made it with the 
British nation, and the British nation did its 
part through its Parliament, and they faith- 
fully carried out their part of the under- 
taking, and it is now for us to carry out our 
part of this agreement.”’

CASE FOR AMALGAMATING 
COMPANIES.

FINANCE OF REDUCED 
RATES. 


Yesterday at Court No. 3, Dublin Castle, 
the Irish Railway Tribunal resumed its 
sittings. The Court consisted of Judge D. J. 
O’Brien, R.C. (Chairman), Messrs. John K. 
Kerr and H. J, Mangan, The duty of the 
Tribunal is to review the existing charges of 
the amalgamating and absorved railway com- 
panies, with a view to the modification of such 
charges, or any of them, having regard to the 
circumstances under which increased charges 
were authorised as from September Ist, 1980. 

Mr. Brown resumed his address to the 
Court on behalf of the amalgamating com- 
panies. He submitted that there was no 
power ut*ier Section 25 of the Railway Act 
to reduce the charges unless there was a 
change in the conditions, The decrease in 
the working expenses was not the only 
change, and it did not justify a reduction 
unless, having regard to that reduction, the 
net revenue of 1913 could still be maintained. 
They could not have proper regard to it if 
the effect of the reduced rates was to affect 
injuriously the net revenue of 1913. They 
should also have regard to the reduction of 
working expenses. 

The proposal of the Ministry was a reduc- 
tion of 27 1-3 per cent. on the present goods 
rates and 20 per cent. in passenger rates. 
When he told them that the gross profit on 
the working of the passenger traffic on the 
Great Southern and Western Railway was 
only about 9 per cent. he need dís ' say 
that a reduction of 20 per cent. woulll, if 
carried out, mean an enormous loss. Even 
an all-round reduction of 20 per cent. would 
make it impossible, not only for the railways 
to pay any dividends, but to carry ón at all. 

TO THE COMPANY. 

The total loss to the company by the re- 
duction ane age by the Ministry would be, 
approximately, £595,luu, which meant that 
the company would not be able to meet its 
working expenses by a sum of about £100,000. 
On the Midland Great Western Railway a re- 
duction of 5 per cent. in the rates would 
mean a deficit of £33,000 in the standard 
revenue. Ten per cent. reduction would mean 
a deficit of £95,409, while with a 20 per cent. 
reduction there would be an actual loss of 
£29,645. The effect would be to make it im- 
possible for the Midland Great Western Rail- 
way to work. Where was the increased traffic 
in goods and passengers to come from in this 
country with the present condition of trade 
and level of wages. 

Of the eleven amalgamating companies, the 
only one that was worked at a profit was the 
Waterford and Tramore Railway. The others 
were working at an aggregate loss of £32,500 
a year. How, in face of these facts, did the 
Ministry justify the reduction? The Ministry 
put forward three arguments—first, that ex- 
penditure was excessive; secondly, that there 
would be increased traffic; and thirdly, they 
said that even if there was not an increase, 
and even if expenses were not cut down, the 
companies couid pay dividends out of reserves. 

Dealing with the question of wages, Mr. 
Brown said that the pre-war wage of a rail- 
way porter was 14s. to 15s. 6d. a week for a 
ten-hour day; now it was 45s. 6d. for an 
eight-hour day, with extra pay for night work 
and overtime. 

Permanent way men had also wages in- 
creased 200 per cent. Dockers at the ports 
had their wages increased from 5s. to 12s a 
day, while the hours were reduced from 10 
to 8. Carters’ wages had gone up from 24s. 
to 59s. So long as these unduly high rates 
of wages continued there was little hope of 
increased traffic. 

As regards the ia, companies' reserves, 
these were necessary. They had to be pre- 
pared for accidents which might involve them 
in considerable liabilities. e effect of these 
proposed reductions would be that railway 
stocks would fall in the market. They no 
longer would be trustee securities, and when 
the credit uf the railways fell the credit of 
the State would also go; because if the prior 
securities of railway companies were no longer 
fit security for trustees, the credit of the Free 
State would also go. If such a thing h ned, 
he would like to see the Free State trying to 
float a loan as successful as the loan of Fast 
year. } 

If the railway companies passed all their ' 
dividends on the poe “inta stocks, the effect 
would be little less disastrous. The effect on 
credit would be injurious, and the effect on 
the great body of shareholders would be one 
that one did not like to contemplate, because 
the ordinary stock of Irish railways was held 
to a very large extent by small holders, and 
also by charities. If the railways cut off those 
dividends, he (Mr. Brown) did not like to 
contemplate the social suffering and injury 
to the poor which would follow. 

The railways were not in a position to sug- 
gest any flat rate, but they were wuliing ond 
anxious to consider whether it would be pos- 
sible by a reduction which would discriminate 
between the different classes of traffic to give 
relief to a large number of the business 

ublic without injuring their own stability. 

hey were most anxious for a conference with 
the Railway Tribunal and the Ministry, and 
he made that proposal on behalf of the rail- 
ways. He dreaded for the railways and the 
country any flat rate reduction in view of 
the fact that the standard rates, which must 
be fixed in 1926, would inevitably return to 
much higher rates. He need hardly say that 
the worst service that the tribunal could do 
to the country would be to raise hopes by a 
reduction of rates which would be purely 
fictitious and must be temporary, and then to 
dash their hopes by having to go back to the 
higher standard of rates which the tribunal 
would be compelled to fix under Section 53 

MR. KEOGH’S EVIDENCE. 

Mr. M. F. Keogh, general manager, Midland 
Great Western Railway Company, was then 
examined. He read a lengthy statement, 
showing the circumstances in which increased 
charging powers were authorised in respect 
of goods, live stock, and parcels traffic. He 
ae that from the lst of January to the 16th 
of August, 1921, the nearest period of ac- 
count available after the increases. had been 
put on, instead of financial equilibrium being 
restored, a deficit of £1,738, was shown, 
or at the rate of about £2,670,000 a year. 
In the subsequent years—i.e., 1922, 1923, and 
part of 1924, the companies, as a whole, had 
not earned net profits sufficient to enable 
them to maintain dividends equal to those 
vee by means of the Government subsidy 

uring control. Revenue had n supple- 
men by drawing on the Compensa- 
tion Fund created by the Settlement 
of Claims Act, 1921, but, even with this Act, 
the full rate of distribution had not been 
maintained. These unfavourable results were 
due principally to the break in prices between 

921 and 19235, destruction of railwa Pe - 
manent way and property in 1922 and 1923, 
and interruption of services, and the increased 
competition of the road vehicle. 

Mr Keogh handed in tables showing 
charges for carriage of various classes of 
goods, etc.,.and said that the reduction of 

reight charges by only a small percentage 
was quite useless to the trader and never 
touched the consumer, but it might well be 
the death-knel] of the ordinary and prefer- 
ence shareholder. 

As re the suggestion of applying re- 
serves to pay dividends, Mr. Keogh said that, 
in his opinion, to apply the reserves for other 
than the purposes for which they were ac- 
cumulated would have a most disastrous effect 
on the credit of the country, and would render 
it practically impossible to raise new capital 
for works necessitated by the amalgamation, 
or for the purpose of squaring the existing 
capital account. All the companies during 
the war had been spending on capital account, 
without being able to raise new capital; with 
the result that. there existed. to-day.a large 
debit on capital account. The passing of the 
dividends would also have a disastrous effect, 
not only on the credit of the amalgamated 
companies, but on. the credit. of the. Free 
State: as railway securities had always been 
looked upon as coming next to Government 
securities in point of security. i 

The problem of working the Irish railways 
at a profit was one of much greater culty 
than would be the case if. the traffic carried.

Britain or other industrial countries. There

very low, no longer applied. . The disadvan- 
tages of light traffic and the higher cost of 
coal and materials had been accentuated, and 
the only means by which the companies could 
continue to carry on as commercial under- 
takings was by reducing working costs, or by 
maintaining the relatively high price at which 
transportation was sold.” The cost of produc- 
tion had increased enormously and could only 
be made ‘good by higher charges. A general 
reduction in fares and rates, of material 
amount, could only be brought about without 
disaster to the companies and damage to the 
credit of the State in one way—by a reduc- 
tion of the companies’ working expenses. So 
long as the provision of transportation cost 
anything from 150 per cent. to 200 per cent. 
more than pre-war, as was the case to-day, 
so long should fares and rates remain at a 
high level to enable the companies to live. 

' LOWER COSTS. , 
There were three methods of ‘securing 

lower working costs— 

(1) The enforcement of economies re- 
sulting from the unification of the rail- 
ways ; 

(2): The. introduction, in co-operation 
with traders, of a system of sending in 
bulk, instead of in small retail lots; and 

(5) The adoption of sujtable conditions 

of services and of economic wages. 

No one of these three means of reducing 
expenditure could be made available forth- 
with. Amalagamation savings would only 
become effective gradually, and for the first 
two or three years important economies 
could not be looked forward to with any 
degree of confidence. 

t would: be a national disaster, Mr. Keogh 
said, to deprive shareholders ef their modest 
dividends... This class had been raked fore 
and aft in recent years by increased costs 
of livihg and high rates of income tax, and, 
if the results of State interference in railway 
control were to render it impossible to pay 
dividends, then not. only the credit of the 
State, but the encouragement to its citizens 
to lead thrifty lives, would suffer a révorse 
from which recovery would be difficult. 

It was evident that no important reduc- 
tion of working costs could be looked for in 
the immediate future; and, while there were 
signs that justified anticipations of improved 
traffic, they were still a very. long way. off 
from the return to the standard of pre-war 


rs. 

The company deprecated an all-round rate 
of charges, and renewed their suggestion that 
the best results: could, be secured by: co- 
operation between them and the Tribunal, 
with a view to the introduction of such in- 
dividual rates as national needs warranted 
and required. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Swayne—He did 
not think that any reduction in railway rates 
would .affect the cost of living. 

Mr. Swayne—Do you suggest that no re- 
duction in rates could benefit the industries 
of the country ?

Yet let one get away from that, atmosphere 
and one hears a great deal of “the Doric.” 
Go into the villages of Perthshire and Forfar- 
shire and you will hear it; and I am sure 
that in Aberdeenshire and further North it is 
spoken freely. To us, who only heard it 
spoken by our grandparents, the sound and 
‘““lilt’’ of it are as music; and nowhere are 
there such admirers of Burns as in the West 
of Scotland among those who are really 
Scotch. 

One thing always ‘‘ gets on my nerves '— 
the reading of modern books into which a 
Scotch character is dragged—books telling of 
life in London or, perhaps, the Colonies. The 

aracter is usually a Scotch doctor, who 
talks in a way in which no educated Scotch- 
man ever talked; and he always “looks 
dour,' which no one ever did, for ‘‘ dourness’’ 
is not a look. These characters and the jokes 
about Scotch meanness are expected, and we 
Scotch smile to ourselves and laugh at the 
stories told against us, because we know that 
they are very far from being true to life. 

as your correspondent read Kate Douglas 
Wiggin’s book, ‘Penelope's Experiences in 
Scotland ”” It gives better Scotch than I 
have almost ever come across in a book. 
There is a letter in it written to friends in 
America that is a joy. She has the conven- 
tional touch when she describes the taking of 
he collection in an Edinburgh church, which 

i far from being true to life; for no nation 
gives so willingly and liberally to any public 
cause, and especially to Church funds, as the 
Scotch do. There is one very interesting line 
of study I would dearly love to go into—that 
is, the large percentage of Scotch words that 
are purely French. This is due, of course, to 
the close connection between the two countries 
at the time of Mary Queen of Scots. My 
grandfather used many words that were
